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CLASS OF ’55 
Distinguished Americans again call upon 
their accumulated wisdom to tell graduating 
classes what they may expect of the world 
and what the word expects of them. For the 
conscientious speaker that task today must 
have taken on frightening proportions. 
If one sticks to the time-honored cliches 
about the “present crisis,” the “need for lead­ 
ership,” the “challenge of freedom,” one may 
avoid trouble, except possibly the em barrass­ 
ment of putting the audience to sleep. And 
perhaps on a fine early summer day with so 
many young dreams to dream, that would be 
no crime. 
The cliches are easy because they can mean 
everything or nothing. But if a speaker in an 
hour would probe more deeply into his world, 
what could he find to say to hundreds of 
young people that would not seem presump­ 
tuous or irrelevant? The world is vast. Exper­ 
ience is as various as people. Advice is tedi­ 
ous. How much do we really know of what the 
present — much less the future — holds? 
Perhaps the wise speaker will avoid the 
presumption that this is the last occasion on 
which age can speak to youth and command 
a hearing. He will choose, perhaps, to dwell 
instead on the ceremony than on the occa­ 
sion. and mark it not as a faring forth from 
the shelter of im m aturity but as one mile­ 
stone in the process of growing when one may 
stop to look back in order to gather strength 
to go forward. 
The world has always faced a crisis, though 
history has rubbed off the edges of those 
past. Intelligence can afford neither compla­ 
cency nor despair. There is too much we don’t 
understand and cannot anticipate. But intel­ 
ligence can help to order the lives of others. 
If we had a minute on the rostrum, we 
would say something like this: You do not in­ 
herit the world, but you will continue to live 
in it, taking on increasing responsibilities 
with increasing age. Precisely what those re­ 
sponsibilities may be is anyone’s guess. But 
they start and in some sense end with the ob­ 
ligation to realize one’s own capacities in full. 
To dream is the prerogative of youth. And 
this is the time when dreams should be large. 
If they are bold and brave and honest they 
will carry any man as far as he needs to go, 
regardless of what his end finallv rn av be.

They have been topped regular­ 
ly for many years to keep down their height 
and in the summer months they have lent 
added attractiveness to the well-kept lawn. It 
would be 
a shame 
to see them die and we 
hope th at a remedy is 
found quickly to pre­ 
vent them from passing on. The Rushville 
picture wouldn’t be the same without them.

WASHINGTON UR — The Defense Department, 
after a two-weeks blasting by critics, now orders 
a boost in the production of long-range bombers. J 
This could be a coincidence. Maybe it wasn’t. 
A little over a year and a half ago — Oct. 6. 
1953 — Secretary of Defense Wilson made a predic­ 
tion about the Russians: 
“ It would be perhaps three years before they 
would 
have 
a 
reasonable 
num ber 
of 
bombs 
(H-bombs) and airplanes that could deliver them. 
I don’t happen to think myself that this time factor 
is too im portant.” 
He said he thought American developments were 
about three years ahead of the Russians. 
A month ago the Russians displayed over Moscow 
swarm s of planes, fighters and long-range bombers, 
some of new types. That touched off public w arn­ 
ings that the Reds were pulling abreast, if not 
ahead, of American air power. 
Thursday the Air Force announced it is ordering 
a boost in the production of Am erican’s newest 
long-range jet bomber, the B52. 
What is the tally, j 
between the United States and Russia, in planes and 
their development? 
Here is a box score put together from the in- . 
formation provided by Wilson and information put 
into the Congressional Record by Symington: 
Long range heavy bombers— 
For 
years 
the 
Russians 
had 
no 
long-range 
bomber. 
The United States stayed ahead with its s 
long- ranger, the B36, of which it had plenty. But 
no more B36s are being built. 
They will be suc­ 
ceeded by the B52. 
The B52, 
an eight-jet bomber, is not yet in 
operation in Air Force squadrons. 
The Air Force 
will have perhaps 15 or 20 of them by mid summer. 
They have a speed of over 600 miles an hour, can 
range over 6,000 miles. 
Over Moscow the Russians displayed IO or more 
of their new long-range jet bombers, called Type 
37, which Wilson himself said is comparable to the 
B52. It is said to have four jet engines and may 
be more powerful than the B52. 
Medium bombers— 
The American B47, with six jet engines, can go 
long-range with refueling. 
About 1,500 have been 
built. 
Its Russian counterpart was shown over Moscow. 
It is called Type 39. It has two jets, to six for the 
B47, but is described as larger and perhaps more 
powerful. Fifty Type 39s were flown over Moscow. 
The Russians also showed a plane—called the 
IL38—which is a turboprop swept-wing 
bomber. 
Besides acting as a bomber, it could be used for re ­ 
fueling other long-range planes for reconnaissance. 
Wilson said the Russians showed at least nine. 
The United States has no turbo prop bombers 
but has some in production.

ACP Requirenieiit 
Changed By Law 


Compliance with acreage allot­ 
ment on basic crops is no longer 
an eligibility requirement for re­ 
ceiving a 1955 Agriculture Conser­ 
vation Program (ACP* payment, 
according to information received 
at the local ASO office. 
Recent 
legislation 
signed 
by 
President Eisenhower now makes 
it possible for a farmer to receive 
payment for carrying out approved 
conservation practices even though 
he knowingly harvests in excess of 
his allotment established for corn, 
wheat and tobacco. 
Farmers may still file their re­ 
quests for cost-sharing at the local 
ASC office and approvals will be 
given »as soon as funds become 
available. The request must be 
filed before a practice is started 
to qualify for payment. 
This new legislation does not 
change the eligibility requirements 
for price support on the 1955 crops. 
A farmer must plant within his 
allotments to be eligible for either 
a loan or purchase agreement on 
corn and wheat.

And if Papa Pacinin needs more 
help? Well, there are always per­ 
haps new babies to be counted on 
as the Pacini brood increases. 
Pacini’s staff of 14 are all blood 
relatives.

Ten years later all the immediate 
family w as here, working for papa*

line of plaster artists in Lucca. 
Papa is chief designer. He makes 
the clay molds from which the art 
objects are cast. Son Joseph and 
son-in-law Joseph Stochetti pour

Wire Walker At 
44 Cuts Capers; 
Here Saturday 


By GENE NESBIT 
(Managing Editor, The Hugo, 
Okla., Daily News) 
At 44, Maurice Marmolejo, Mex­ 
ican wire walker with the Al G. 
Kelly & Miller Bros. Circus, natur­ 
ally is not as nimble as he once 
was. 
But don’t let his age fool you. 
Maurice can still cut some mighty 
fancy capers on tight and slack 
wires. 
Experience should be his middle 
name. He’s been performing on 
wires and high trapezes since he 
was seven. 
During his 37 years in show busi­ 
ness he has walked nearly 500 
miles of wire while performing for 
almost a dozen circuses. 
This season he will confine his 
j talents to the slack wire, which 
will be 40 feet in length and IO feet 
on tne ground. A slack wire is not 
stretched real tight nor is it ex­ 
tremely slack. “Just in between,” 
explains Maurice. 
Maurice does a variety of stunts 
on the wire. Among them is his 
‘drunk” act, during which he stag­ 
gers and falls all over the wire 
without plunging to the ground. 
Among other stunts there’s the 
I one where Maurice balances him- 
! self on his knees and picks up a 
handkerchief off the wire with his 
teeth. 
(Don’t get the idea this is 
easy and go trying it on your back­ 
yard clothes line.) 
Maurice uses no umbrellas, pole 
or anything else to balance him­ 
self on the wire. And there’s no 
net beneath him. 
The best of 'em sometimes lose 
their balance and Maurice is no 
exception, although he has been the 
victim of only five falls in 37 years, 
j 
Two times he fell from high tra-i 
pezes and three times he has gone 
overboard off the tight and slack 
wires. One of the trapeze falls was 
from 30 feet hgih.The net below 
collapsed and Maurice went to the! 
hospital. 
The first time he performed was ! 
in 1918 in California with a Eu­ 
ropean style one ring circus. 


Later he was booked by larger 
shows. 
During the winter Maurice was 
also a teacher. His pupils were cir­ 
cus clown Durwood Fisher, 18, and 
Barbara Jane Miller, 8. daughter of 
D. R. Miller, one of the Kelly-Mil­ 
ler circus owners. 
Maurice has 
been teaching them how to wire 
walk. 


Now in his 28th consecutive year 
of trouping, Maurice will appear in 
Rushville Saturday in the center 
ring with Al G. Kelly & Miller 
Bros., the nation's second largest 
circus.
